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Holiday spirit clear 
at Salvation Army 


“Your gift can help extend the 
warmth of the Christmas season 
throughout the year” is the traditional 
appeal of Tree of Lights campaign each 
yule season. 

This week, the needs of the com- 
munity and the generosity of its 
residents are demonstrated in very 
human terms. The Christmas story at 
thé Salvation Army Center, 3007 E. 23rd 
St., is the same continuing one as the 
year before, but is growing with the 
faces of the unemployed here, whose 
government benefits have expired and 
whose bills for housing and utilities 
leave little money for a very in-demand 
gift this year—a Christmas meal. 

Today; as well as yesterday, 50 
families an hour from.9 a.m to 4 p.m. 
are being, or will have been, given a 
simple basket of rice, chicken, milk, 
flour, canned vegtables, cornmeal and 
bread. 

Captain Donald Salsbury said’ the 


contributions of residents who have 
donated to bell-ringers or have directly 
given toys, clothing and food, make the 
distribution of a food besket and three 
toys per child — one new and two 
recyeled toys — possible to about 650 
local families. 

“Everybody has. extra needs this 
season, and-if you're just stretching 
unemployment and have no source of 
income...,” said Maxine Rotter, a 
center worker, “the holiday season is a 
particularly difficult period.’* 

Mrs. Rotter interviews applicatants 
and -helps them fill out the center’s 
required form in prepartion for the 
yearly Christmas assistance program. 
She said the Salvation Army is ‘‘getting 
our share” of first-time applicants, 
including ‘‘an awfully lot of men just 
layed off.”” 

The day before food basket 
distributions began on Monday, phones 
were continuously ringing at the center 


with last-minute requests for 
assistance. Only the requests of the 
most needy could be accepted so late. 

Salsbury said contributions of canned 
vegetables and toys reaching the center 
by 4 p.m, today can still be used to fill 
the baskets of those late tequests. Food, 
clothing, furniture and toys, however, 
are welcome at the center any time 
during the year in preparation for the 
next holiday season and for assistance 
the Salvation provides all year. 

“Right now we're running a little bit 
behind,” Capt. Salsbury said, referring 
to the supply of canned vegetables. He 
said that obtaining sufficient quanities 
to fill all the baskets this year will be a 
“pretty close” proposition. 

Most of the canned vegetables are 
annually donated by the school districts 
of Granite City, Madison and Venice. 
School children, parents, teachers and

Mehelic's request for 
more money rejected

Nameoki Highway Commissioner 
Frank Mehelic will study whether to 
reduce his services to the township or 
take, legal action against the Town 
Board, his attorney said Monday night. 
The board rejected a $3,780 fund 
transfer for per diem payments to him. 

By a 3-2 vote, the board decided to 
ratify its 1981-82 budget allocation of 
$12,960, based on $45 daily for 288 days, 
said to include 261 normal working days 
and 27 extra days. 

Mehelic and his attorney, H: Carl 
Runge Jr., contended that a full-time 
road commissioner should be paid for 
365 days a year. Supervisor Harry A. 
Briggs and Trustee Joseph Garcia 
agreed with him, but Trustees W. Lee 
Adams, Helen M. Hawkins and Don W. 
Wilson disagreed with the, 365-day 
concept. 

Runge warned that it could be risky 
politically for the board to, in effect, cut 
off Mehelic’s pay during icy weather 
conditions. 

The attorney speculated during 
Monday night’s special meeting that 
crews might not be able to reach roads 
in Adams’ neighborhood. 

The board majority cited’ a written 
opinion by Township Attorney Irvin 
Slate Jr. that if a budget increased an 
elected official’s pay during his term of 
office, rather than ina future term, the 
appropriation would be improper. 

Runge. said fund transfers are 
common and that, by setting Mehelic’s 
per diem at $45 for 1981-85, the board 
effectively budgeted that arnount for 
365 days, a total of $16,425, even though 
it only listed $12,960. ;

Heidtman Steel seeks funding for GC plant 


‘The Granite City Council last night 
approved a $10 million industrial 
revenue bond resolution that could 
* *>g a new steel processing plant here 
whicn could give jobs to 40 to 50 local 
workers. 

'The council also gave final approval 
to afivé-percent telephone bill tax in a 
tie vote, broken by Mayor Paul Schuler, 
and gave first approval to two other 
revenue-generating taxes. Those taxes 
include a one-percent tax on liquor and 
restaurants and a new business license 
ordinance designed to catch several 
businesses that escape licensing under 
the present ordinance. 

Aldermen gave a 14-0 go-ahead vote 
for a letter of intent allowing Heidtman 
Steel Products, Inc., to seek industrial 

“bond financing for a steel pickling 
plant. x 

Bob Deters; executive vice-president 
of Heidtman Steel, based in Bedford, 
Mich,, said he had been in Granite City 
this week to view three possible plant 
locations and to seek the approval of the 
council on the bonding ordinance. 

Ina discussion with aldermen prior of 
the council meeting, Deters told the 
council that the swift process of the 
bond resolution means the plant could 
begin operations as early as January, 
1983. 

Deters said Heidtman Steel operates 


five other steel service centers. The 
plant to be located here will be a con- 
tinuous pickling operation, which would 
give chemical treatments to coils of 
steel. 

The plant would ‘process ‘coils 72- 
inches wide and %-inch thick — while 
Granite City Steel, Divison of National 
Steel has a smaller 48-inch capacity. 
Deters said he has been engaging. in 
talks with National Steel and seemed to 
indicate the steel company here would 
be supplying the Heidtman facilities. 
He said he did not wish to discuss any. 
details of their talks at this early stage. 

The Tri-City Regional Port facility 
was one of the drawing cards in 
Heidtm&n Steel's decision to come to 
Granite City. Deters said that the port 
would be used to receive untreated steel 
from points upstream, and as a 
distribution point for the steel once it 
has been processed. 

Some key personnel would come from 
company’s Bedford operations to in- 
struct employees here, but all the other 
40 to 50 employees would be local 
workers. Deters said the plant would 
operate three shifts,.24 hours a day, six 
days a week. Within tliree years, the 
vice president said the plant could 
double its capacity and staff, adding a

A helicopter loaned by the state to 
Ralph Korte, whose firm, Korte Con- 
struction built the Precoat Metals 
plant, was utilized by Deters to study 
the availability of rail lines, highways, 


utilities and other requirements, Deters 


said. 

The president of Heidtman Steel is 
expected to visit Granite City soon,to 
make to make the final decision on the 
location. 


“] think we ,could improve ‘the 
property very greatly out there,” 
Deters told aldermen, speaking about 
the location on Route 3 south of the 
Shatsta plant, formerly proposed for a 
Pilet Brothers scrap yard. 

Pilet Brothers decided not to locate 
here, even though the city.council gave 
its permission for the necessary zoning. 
No reason was given for the with- 
drawal, after a long and difficult zoning 
fight. 

‘Although the Heitman Steel plant 
would need less space, he said if 
Heidtman selects that location, they 
probably will attempt to purchase all 35 
acres and perhaps construct a 
reflective pond in front of the facility. 
Deters said his company has land- 
scaped all five of its plants and intends 
to do the same here. 

The pond would not be used to hold 
any industrial wastewater products, 
according to Deters. He said the spent 
pickled liquid would-be sent to a buyer

How slippery was it 
Monday morning? Mighty 
Slippery, but “by a close 
margin’ school officials 
decided to keep the schools 
open. Meanwhile, schools 
were closed in the hilly Alton 
area. 

With freezing rain falling, 
Granite City school ad- 
ministrators checked streets 
and roads at 4:30 a.m. and 
found the main thorough- 
fares were in reasonably 
good condition. 

One: Grigsby Junior High 
School bus ‘encountered a 
gasoline: line freeze and 
stalled. The studphts. were 
asked to proc foot to 
their nearby destination, a 

| spokesman said. - 

A school bus slid off the 
roadway on Warnock 
Avenue and was assisted by 
another school bus equipped 
with chains. 

Classes were conducted on 
a regulary schédule on 
Monday. 

No severe injuries - were 
reported in the district 
despite a few students’ 
bumps and bruises from falls 
on icy sidewalks and 
roadways. 

Due to the work stoppage 
that delayed the’ start of the 
fall.1981 term, the Granite 
City school district has. no 
flexibility left in its calendar. 

The spokesman said this 


that any such closings which 
occur must be deducted from 
the Easter school vacation. 
(The district is trying to 
avoid scheduling any classes 
for Easter week.) 

Another factor in officials’ 
desire to keep the schools 
‘open is that many families 
are not geared to watch over 
their youngsters if the 
students are sent back home 
on a scheduled school 
morning. 

A statement by the school 
system outlines the policy 
covering winter weather: 

“It. is the general 
procedure of Community 
Unit District 9 to keep 
schools open during in- 
clement weather. Only when 
it is impossible for buses to 
run is school cancelled. 

“This determination is 
made by the bus company 
and the school ad- 
ministration. 

“The policy regarding 
inclement weather makes a 
substantial change” in bus 
schedules and starting times 
for schools if a snow 
schedule is declared (no 
such schedule was declared 
for the Dec. 17 snow or the 
Dec. 21 freezing rain). 

“The purpose of the snow 
schedule is to keep schools 
open and maintain the 
required five hours of in- 
struction, / 

‘The superintendent or his 
designee may declare a snow 
schedule; when this is 
declared, the following will 
be put into effect:

288 days, it was asserted. 

Mehelic was present when the budget 
was adopted and did not object at the 
time, all agreed. Mrs. Hawkins said 
Monday night that last spring would 
have been the proper time for Mehelic 
to speak out if he disagreed with the 
total. 

Adams said, “The board took the 
position that the’ highway com- 
missioner could do the job on a basis of 
five days a week, and allowed 27 ad- 
ditional days beyond that.” He related 
that when Mr. Bell was the com- 
missioner, the daily pay was $39 and the 
yearly total was about $13,000. 

“If we had wanted to budget for 365 
days at $45, we would have listed 
$16,425, but we did not want to do that,” 
Adams told Monday night’s gathering. 
He said the board members took into 
account that a road. fund financial 
reserve of $40,000 has been used up 
steadily during Mehelic’s tenure in 
office. 

Mehelic Scaponed that highway. 
equipment formerly was in poor con- 
dition and has been upgraded sub- 
stantially while he has been com- 
missioner. “I ran for office on a per 
diem basis, and was re-elected on that 
basis,” he told the board. 

Adams said earlier Monday that 
Mehelic is the first Nameoki Township 
highway official ‘‘that I know of’” who 
ever collected for seven days a w 
“and he's been doing it for four years." 

The commissioner urged at the 
meeting that Runge be allowed to speak 
“when you get down exhausting all of 
this —-—-."” No one protested the 
profanity. 

Runge said it is his view that 365 
days’ work is involved because a legal 
opinion calls for payment whenever a 
commissioner is ‘‘necessarily em- 
ployed.” He commented that highway 
officials are on call 24 hours a day 
throughout the year to direct work 
crews and to cope with road crises. 

“You fixed his rate at $45. You 
merely underbudgeted for that amount 
this year and can remedy it with a 
transfer,’ the lawyer told board 
members. 

“There is no case law on this, but a 
1967 attorney general's opinion defined 
full-time. 

“This was a clever ploy, but the law 
does not agree with what you did. You 
failed to budget the amount necessary 
to pay the per diem that you set. 

“The citizens aren’t likely to be 
pleased if you have hazardous con- 
ditions and the salt trucks don’t roll. 
You could become liable for the 
resulting problems. 

“You are the legislators, and you'll 
decide. If you cut off his money, it will 
be up to him to decide whether he will 
work or not,” Runge said, adding that 
the board’s present approach would end 
payments to Mehelic two or three 
months before the end of the fiscal 

ear. 

Adams sai “I don’t think it’s 
necessary for him to collect for seven ; 
days a week. We provided for five days 
a week, 261 actual working days, and 
another 27 days in case his services 
were required for weekend 
emergencies.“ ‘.

Mehelic: said members of his staff 
normally work five days, a total of 40 
hours a week, and receive pvertime 
when they are called out at night or on 
weekends. 

“They. receive time-and-a-half. I’m 
there, too, but I don't get time-and-a- 
half. I don’t get any extra. money at 
all,’”’ the commissioner asserted. 

Supervisor Briggs seid members of 
the highway department are paid more 
than $7.50 an hour while, at $45 a day, 
Mehelic earns only about $5.60 an hour. 

“Tm for drawing it up even-Steven. 
I’m not sure that it’s good for a boss to 
be getting less money’ than his 
workers,” the township supervisor 
remarked. 

Mehelic stressed that the amount 
budgeted ends 77 days before the end of 
the year. The current fiscal year began 
March 1, 1981, and will end on Feb. 28, 
1982. 

Adams said, ‘You get $165 per month 
for expenses. At an open meeting you 
admitted that, in addition ta the $165 for 
expenses, you put township gasoline in 
your own private truck. Now you want 
$16,425 a year for 365 days plus $165 a 
month plus gasoline. 

“I’m not picking on Frank, but if we 
keep going into debt the way we have 
been with him as commissioner, it’s 
going to be getting out of hand.” 

A member of the audience said that a 
highway commissioner's telephone 
rings constantly—including ‘‘four 
o'clock this morning,” when there was 
freezing rain. ‘‘The people want to 
reach him seven days a week,” the 
board was told. 

Mehelic said his truck is used for 
township purposes, justifying the use of 
the gasoline, and that he does not seek 
regular replacement of such a vehicle 
at township expense. 

He said trucks owned by the township 


are needed by the road staff in com-* 


bination with his own truck. Adams 
asked, “But do you need a: $16,000 
pickup truck?" 

The’ commissioner defended his 
performance in office for the past four 
and a half years and said the equipment 
purchases that were made were im- 
portant in order for the department to 
function well. i 

Briggs voiced hope that 
disagreement could be resolved. 

“If it isn’t, I: know what I'll be cat- 
ching-from the public. I blame myself 
for not noticing the budget figure when 
we took action on it,” Briggs said. 
Garcia responded that the entire board 
should take the blame and should 
correct it. 

Mrs. Hawkins pointed out that 
preparation of the 1981-82 budget had 
been started by previous township 
officials. “You were here, Frank, and 
you didn’t say anything,” she observed.

XMAS -+ What does the 
“x” mean? 

“xX” (chi) is the initial 
letter of thie New Testament 
Greek title or appellation for 
Jesus, which we _ tran- 
sliterate in Our modern 
alphabet as ‘‘Christos’* and 
which means “anointed.” 

In England, before the 
arrival of the printing press, 
when eveything had to be 
copied by hand, ““X" was a 
very common. labor-saving 
abbreviation for ‘Christ.”’ It 
was used in the sam way that 
we use “G-man,” ‘T-bird,” 
or ‘‘V-day.”” 

The obvious visual 
similarity between the ‘‘X” 
and the Cross made it all the 
more attractive. 

Today, the only surviving 

is abbreviation is in 

the mass (and thus 
the holiday) celebrating the 
birth of the Christ child. 

YULE “Yule” comes 
from the Old English (Anglo- 
Saxon) word “‘geol,”” which 
was the name of the pre- 
Christian festivities 
celebrating the winter 


solstice. 
It w proj}dunced like 


“yea ole” or ‘Yale’’ and is 
akin to our modern word 
“jolly.”” 

The Christians . simply 
appropriated the festival, 
since it nearly coincided with 
the Nativity, and they kept 
many of the: old customs, Tt 
including the burning of the ' 
yule log. fi 

SANTA CLAUS The 
jolly old elf (yuley old elf?).is 
an import from the 
Netherlands, where he was 
called ‘‘Sinterklaas,'’ the 
Dutch equivalent of St 
Nicholas. 

He was a Fourth Century 
bishop of Asia Minor and 
came to be regarded as the 
patron saint of children.

Local Elks Hoop Shoot 
winners receive awards 


GRANITE CITY — Each 

year for the past ten years, 
millions of boys and girls 
from across the nation have 
prticipated in a six-month 
marathon called the ‘‘Elks 
Hoop Shoot,” the national 
free throw shooting contest 
begun in 1972. 
+ Winners advance through 
four tiers of competition — 
the local, district, state and 
regional semi-finals — until 
only 36 boys and 36 girls 
remain. 

From this final group, one 
boy and one girl emerge as 
national champions in each 
of three categories: ages 8-9; 
10-11; and 12-13. The winners 
receive trophies, and their 
names are inscribed on a 
special plaque in the 
Naismith Memorial 


Basketball Hall of Fame in 


Springfield, Mass. 

The “Elks Hoop Shoot” is 
the country’s largest free 
throw shooting contest for 
youngsters. It is also the 
jargest and most visible of 
the many youth activities 
sponsored by the Elks and 
has served to highlight the 
Elks’ national commitment 
to youth. 

The program began as a 
local Elks activity for young 
boys in Corvallis, Ore., in 
1946. Within 12- years, sup- 
port for the event had grown 
enough for the Elks Oregon 
State Association to take it to 
the state level. And in 1972, 
the ‘Elks Hoop Shoot’’ was 
expanded to include con- 
testants from 19 states. By 
1974, girls were added to the 
competition, and the 
program has continued to 
grow ever since. 

All told, about three 
million boys ‘and girls par- 
ticipated in the 1981 “Elks 


Hoop Shoot” from each of 
2,250: local lodges, 253 
districts and 50 states. 

‘The competition to become 
a champion is rugged but 
rewarding.

National 
finalists have averaged 
around 90 percent accuracy 
in recent years, a record any 
professional would be, proud 
to claim. 

The ‘{Elks Hoop Shoot” 
has been effective not only in 
developing champions but in 
cultivating character as 
well, Youngsters have the 
opportunity to engage in 
spirited compettion and to 
develop fine, often lasting 
relationships with other 
contestants.

The Granite City Council 
can be expected to ,make 
further city worker cuts 
sometime;next year, after 
the city’s new comptroller 
has had time to, give the 
aldermen an accurate 
financial picture; “says 
Alderman Jake Varadian of 
the Fifth;Ward. 

Varadian has become the 
council's informal leader in 
coupling personnel cuts to 
new city taxes during this 
month’s series of special 
meetings and regular city 
couneil sessions Most 
meetings have centered on 
creating new avenues. of 
revenue and making per- 
sonnel cuts. fF 

“Now I feel I have some 
names,’’. Varadian “told 
aldermen at’ last week’s 
council meeting. Varadian 
has. continued the issue of 
worker cuts. and’ says more 
specific recommendations 
for the’ cuts will come after 
the city’s new comptroller 
has time to assess the city’s 
exact financial position. 

“I believe. further cuts, 
excluding the. emergency

and vital services...will be 
brought up again after we 
get further response from 
the comptroller,” Varadian 
said. .. 

He asked the council prior 
to ajournment last week to 
attend to Yhe “unfinished 
business” of reducing the 
city’s workforce. At that 
meeting, aldermen approved 
a-%-percent city sales tax 
and asked for ordinances for 
a one-percent luxury tax on 
liquor and restaurants to be 
brought back to the council 
floor. 

Alderman Stephen Saltich 
of the Sixth Ward said, “I 
feel we need to cut down 
some 'of our employees.” 

At recent council meet- 
ings, some aldermen 
cited— as a model for future 
decisions — their motion last 
June to reduce the city’s 
government worker rolls by 
20 percent.. The motion was 
later vetoed by Mayor Paul 
Schuler, only as far as it was 
to affect police, fire, am- 
bulance and wastewater 
treatment plant employees. 

As the result of the 
reductions, employee cuts 
currently include all police
